Official  notification  tliat  North- 
western State  College  has  been 
awarded  a  contract  for  the  train- 
ing of  250  clerk-typists  for  the 
U.  S.  Air  Forces  was  received  by 
President  H.  Lee  Prather  on  April 
12  from  the  Commanding  General. 
Air  Force  Training  Command. 
Scott  Air  Force  Base. 

The  first  contingent  of  25  stu- 
dents and  the  administrative  de- 
tachment will  arrive  on  the  campus 
in  time  to  begin  classes  on  Mon- 
day, April  23. 

The  contract  provides  that  in- 
struction for  each  contingent  of 
25  students  will  run  for  twelve 
weeks.  An  additional  contingent 
of  25  students  will  arrive  each 
week  until  ten  contingents  have 
been  trained.  This  will  extend  the 
training  period  to  a  length  of  22 
weeks.  In  the  event  additional 
units  are  sent  in  for  training,  the 
special  training  school  will  extend 
until  each  unit  has  received  the 
full  12  weeks  of  training.
